It will be the means of 
making many of the boys excellent farm ers 
and 
the girls 
splendid homemakers. The opportunity to get vocational edu­ 
cation through the rural schools is so limited that the club and 
other extension work has a large potential value. 
According to a report of the Department of Agriculture, 
205,000 club boys and girls who 
reported 
results 
of their 
work produced $5,600,000 worth of products including pigs, 
calves, poultry, vegetables, and fruits in 1920. It is hot the 
amount of money these young people have made that has tho 
great value, but it is teaching them to think, to study, to plan, 
and above all creating a desire to do their work well, l oo 
much emphasis cannot be placed upon the importance of the 
work done by the United States Department of Agriculture in 
assisting the boys and girls in the production of farm products. 
It is an extension service that will express itself forcefully in 
the years to come.— Hoards Rairyman.
